It is hardly too 
much to say that a very large amount 
of the exchange transactions in con- 
nection. with the stock of this old- 
established local concern since the 
adoption of the resolution sub-di- 
viding the 2,000 old shares of $500 
each into 8,000 new shares of $125, 
and adding to that number a new 
issue of 2,000 additional shares, have 
been of a speculative character, and,’ 
‘moreover, would never have been 
carried out had such sub-division 
not taken place. That, the sub- 
division of shares has proved a great 
boon to sharebrokers and to profes- 
sional. share speculators generally 
cannot be doubted; that it has in 
any way improved the prospects or 
permanent stability of the Company 
we gravely doubt. With the shares 
standing at, the -old rate of $500, 
reckless gambling or speculating was, 
if not altogether prohibited, kept 
strictly within bounds.

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ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Evor since tha early days of cleetric 
science the aim of all electricians has 
boen to discover some means of “utilis- 
ing the enormous forco which can be 
developed by. electricity, and an impe- 
tug owas given in this direction 
by .the construction of powerfull 
dyuamo-magnetic machines for tho 
putpose of the electric light, Na- 
turally the first thonght was to trans- 
mit tho power thus .generatod to mac- 
hinery, which could thus bs worked at 
a considerable distance ; and. following 
this came the idea of locomotion by 
electricity, Dr. Sicmens, whose elec- 
trical researches are well known, has 
long thought ofémploying theso ma- 


and in-the summer of 1879 tho model 
ofan electric railway was shown at 
tho Berlin Wxhibition similar to that 
exhibited during the past few weeks 
atthe Crystal Palace. ‘Tae electrical’ 
force is geueratol by a stationary 
engine at one end, and the rails, them- 
selves are used ag conductors of the 
electricity. The cir itself is tho con- 
necting liuk, and cuntact can bo made 
or broken at ploasure by a lever iv 
charge of the guard. ‘This communi- 
cates through a wire brush with 
a central rail, insulated by being 
supported -on wood blocks. Through 
this rail the current is sent from the 
primary machine. When contact is 
tale the electrical cirenit, being cam- 
plete, sets in motion a gmall dynamo- 
machine beneath the car, aud this in 
turn moves the wheels. The current 
passes away through tho tires of the. 
whéels to the exterior rails, whence it 
is conveyed by a wire hack to the 
primary machine. The Railway at the 
Crystal Palace is exhibited by the 
Syciété Anonyme d’Mlectricité of Brus- 
sels, is situated ov the upper terrace, 
and is circular, being about 300 yards 
long.

(which by the way, would have been 
an illegal’ act in itself, as the women 
had committed'no offence, and were 
merely ‘servants, and not occupiers 
of the supposed unlicensed brothel), 
they threw themselves down the 
‘smoke-hole, receiving fatal iujuries. 
However as the Inspector was work- 
ing in strict accordance with the un- 


the ordinary procedure, without re- 
ceiving 3ither censure for his errors 
or definite instructions'for his future 
guidance, it would have been mani- 
festly unfaiy to have saddled him 
- with blame which was properly at- 
‘tributable either to the neglect of 
his chiefs, or'the inherent dofects of 
the organisation of his department, 
for which he was certainly in no 
way responsible. Two of the jurors 
‘wore atongty in favour of a verdict 
of manslaughter against the Ingspoc-

The fitst meeting of the Commis- 
sioncrs appointed to inquire into the 
working of the Contagious Diseases 
Ordinances of 1857 and. 1867, was 
held on the 24th November 1877, 
when the whole of the members were 
present, and Mr, T. C. Hayllar was 
elected chairman. After discussing 
preliminaries, and arranging the 
scope and plan of the enquiry, the 
legitimate business of the meeting | 
commenced with the examination of 
Mr. Cecil Clementi Smith, the Re- 
gistrar General and Colonial ‘Trea. 
suter of the colony. The detailed | 
labors of the Commissioners, lasting 
for a period ofabout eighteen months, 
have been published in a special 
volume by the Government, and form 
a most revolting record of prurient 
filthiness, surpassing anything we 
have ever read. : 

In December4875 Mr. Hayllarand 
Dr, Hitel, Mr, Keswick having tem- 
‘porarily left the colony, sentin a 
comprehensive report on the evidence 
brought before them which occupies 
‘53 pages of closely printed: foolscap. 
The opinions of these two members 
ofthe Commission may be briefly sum- 
marised as follows:—Prosecutions

perform is so demoralising; and some- 
body is highly praised for not per- 
mitting the general body of the’police 
to assist in carrying out the Brothel 
Laws. ‘Medical cxaminations of 
Chinese women are not approved of, 
as such examinations wound the fine 
susceptibilities of these ladics, and 
expose them to the ridicule and con- 
tempt of their countrymen. The 
quasi-official recognition of houses of 
| ill fame implicd -by granting them 
licenses is considered a very objec- 
tionable system, as it imposcs res- 
pousibilities on the Government 
whicl it cannot adequately fulfil. As 
all these conclusions are unfavorable 
to the existing brothel system, the 
Commissioners’ personal convictions 
would have led them to recommend 
its entire abolition aud the repeal of 
the Ordinance; however as the high 


whom the papers were ‘ submitted, 
arrived at egnclusions which did not 
coincide with those of Mr. ‘TLC. 
Hayllar an€ Dr.-Bitel, the recommen- 
dation was simply limited to the 
extent that all prosccutions against 
the keepers and inmates of unlicen- 
sed'!brothers be abandoned. It was 
further recommended that licenses 
should be strictly limited to houses 
for the accomodation of foreigners, 
and that prosecutions against women 
for offences, which need not be 
detailed, should be abandoned al- 
together. ce 

On the 27th March, 1879, Mr. 
Keswick forwarded a note in which 
hoe entirely disagreed with the opi- 
nions of his brother Commissioners, 
excepting in regard to abuses of a 
serious character, which he admitted, 
had undoubtedly occurred ; but 
inevitable in working Acts which 
required, the services of the lowest 
classes of Europeans: and natives. 
Mr. Keswick made no recommenda- 
tions, apparently contented to allow 
matters to romain in state quo, look- 
ing upon the defects cf the Ordin- 
ance and the abuses connected with 
its. proper working, as. necessary 
evils, 

Although we have carefully read 
and re-read the whole of the evi- 
dence laid before the Commissioners, 
(a most tedious and unwholesome 
task be it confessed) and devoted a 
good deal of time to studying the 
‘conclusious arrived at, and the sug. 
gestions offered by Mr. I. C. Hayllar, 
and Dr, Hitel, we are rather at a 
loss to understand on wifat tangible 
grounds those gentlemen based the 
Utopian changes they would have 
liked to propose. That-the system of 
carrying out the Ordinance has been 
impregnated with abuses of a doubt- 
ful character was self-evident, by 
the necessity for a Commission 
of Inquiry. It seems a bold as- 
sertion to say that the spread of 
infection has not been to some 
extent checked, or prevented by the 
operation of the Brothel Laws, and 
is contrary we think to the weight of 
evidence .produced. Nor can it be 
maintained on reliable evidence that. 
it is to licensed, rather than to unre- 
gistered houses that the source of 
this evil must be looked for.. It will 
-be conceded that laws, no matter of 


may be, must have some officers to’ 
carry them out; so that the Com- 
missioners’ remarks about the em- 
ployment’ of Inspectors atid Inter- 
preters. beihg a ‘frequent souree of. 
corruption, without suggesting any 
adequate substitute for these objec- 
tionable functionaries, can hardly be 
considered of much, if of any, mate- 
rial consequence to the subject. So 
lorig as the Ordinance exists we must 
have men to look after its working, 
and we really’ cannot ‘sce that, he- 
cause nien happen to bo called In- 
spectors or Interpreters of the Medi- 
cal dopartment, why they should be

ernment or they would hardly be 
retained in the public service ;'and 
because the Inspectors of Police, 
doubtless out of an esprié de corps 
which is much to be commonded, 
prefer their own especial dutics in 
the detection of the various other 
branches of crime to the peculiar and 
disagrecable details attached to the 
business of a. brothel’ inspector, we 
are at a loss to discover why these 
particular men, ‘should be spoken of 
with 
Again the reference to the Chinese 
women objecting to the medical offi- 
cer’s examination on the score of de- 
licacy, and because it exposes. them 
to ridicule and contempt, is rather a 
refreshing piece of innocence to come 
from an old lawyer like Mr. Hayllay. 
It-has been-proved—by—practical de- 
monstration that the licensing. of 
houses of ill-fame in this colony is an 


absolute necessity, and it behoves } 


the Government to initiate some 
system which will enable it to ade- 
quately undertake the responsibilities 
attached to this duty. ' 
What has been the practical re- 
sult of the immense amount of labor 
gone through by this celebrated 
Commission! Has anything been 
done? The Ordinances have not been 
repealed, and we believe that we are 
correct in stating that the business 
of the .Registrar-General’s depart- 
ment is managed exactly as it was 
before, with the single exception that 
informers are no longer employed, 
and prosecutions of keepers of un- 
licensed houses have ceased. This 
is surely a paltry return for such an 
expenditure of money, time, ink, and 
paper, indicated in the publication of 
that expensive and expansive volame 
of the Commission! A walk through- 
our streets at night time will soon 
convince unbelievers that unlicensed 
houses have increased fifty fold during 
the past two years, with the inevit- 
able results of increasing. infection, 
and filling our streets with the very 
worst class of women. This is not 
what was expected from the Com- 
mission. If the Registrar-General’s 
department wants re-organising, let 
steps be at once taken to have it placed 
in working order,so thatthe Ordinan- 
ces may be fairly and properly carried 
out. If the present Inspectors’ are 
not fit for their work, let others be 
appointed who can be trusted, and at 
a salary which will place them out- 
side of the fear of being corrupted. 
Give these officers a proper status in 


such studied disparagement. |, 


the Goverment service, and. do not 
encourage or permit other officers 
to speak of them in terms of con- 
tempt and disparagement, Illicit 
prostitution in Hongkong. has be- 
come such a crying evil that the 
Government must sooner or later 
take steps to bring it within reason- 
able bunds, and we hope that 
Mr. Russell, who probably knows 
more about the matters we have becn 
referring to than any officer in the 
colony, will commence action! in a 
new sphere, with instructions to use 
every legitimate means to carty out 
the provisions’ of the Ordinances t 
their fullest extent. oe 

The public acts of a Government, 
to be fairly guaged for good or evil, 
must be judged by results. Placing 
absurd prejudices to one side, and 
viewing-the question from the prac= 
tical stand point which all sensible 
men desirous of judging a case on 
its merits would adopt, it will hardly 
bo denied that Su John ‘Pope 
Hennessy’s' almost entire abolition 
of flogging criminals, stands forth as 
one of the most successful measures: 
ever ititroduced into the criniinal 
procedure of this colony. We arrive 
at ‘this result by plain facts, which 
require no claboration to prove our 
case, 

We do not intend arguing from a 


-humanitarign-point. of-view,-butawill- 


. 


‘simply. state what the condition of 
the Colony was a few ycars ago when 
flogeing—public flogging—at the 
Harbour ‘Master’s Office was a daily 
oceurrence, and compare it with the 
‘present state of affairs, when public 
flogging has become a thing of the 
past, and flogging in private has 
been reduced to a minimum; so that 
‘the public may be enabled to sec the 
results, the actual undoubted results 
which speak for themselves, of a 
policy which has been persistently 
and most unfairly vilified and con- 
demned by the local press, but which 
nevertheless has much to commend 
it to public approbation. 


What was,the condition of Hong- 
kong some cight or ten years ago 
when all these so-called: repressive 
measures were in fullswing? Crimes 
of # serious character were rampant 
throughout the Colony, and_ after 
dark it was absolutely dangerous to 
walk abroad unarmed, As we have 
already stated, the flogging post daily 
wituessed scenes, enacted ‘under the 
protecting arm of the law, which for - 
crucl brutality vied with tac horrible 
degradations of the worst days of © 
Nogro slavery and Russian serfdom. 


What is the condition of Hong- 
kong now, when the enlightened 
principles of advanced statesmanship © 
have been brought to bear upon 
what was a disgrace to our modern 
civilisation? Of petty crimes we have 
still plenty, and always will have, but 
offences of a serious character are of 
rare occurrence, and even at night- 
time our streets and roads are per- 
fectly. safe ; far safer in fact than the 
strects of London. : 


In the face of these facts, which 
can be proved on. reference to our 
criminal statistics, or by application 
to any of the principal officers of our 
police, what--inferences must be | 
drawn? Is it not patent to every 
one who is willing to see straight,

our police force, and the departure 
from the’ disgraccful’ brutalities of 
the past, to a rational and well de- 
vised system of punishments, inau- 
gurated by Governor Hennessy, has 
established pcace’ and good. order 
where lawlessness reigned supreme ? 


Apropos of our recent remarks 
anent the Ching HMuail’s-unfair and 
garbled account of Governor Hen- 
nessy’s policy in Barbadoes, the 
following extract from the gréat 
Liberal “week,” the Spectator, 
published in 1875, just after Mr. 
Hennessy (as he then was) assumed.

“Mr. Pope Hennessy, the New Governor 
of Barbadoos, has had, like every other 
Governor, to receive an address from the 
Bishop and his clergy. The address was 
presented, and as it asked protection for 
the Charch, and Mr, Hennessy is a decided 
toman Catholic, the situation was a little 
awkward, but tho Governor tured it very 
neatly. -He told the deputation that he 
had once, when in Parliament, travelled 
from the‘east of Europe night and day to 
vote against a proposal which attacked the 
Church of England. Arriving an hour or ‘ 
two before the division, he made the vote, 
which would have been 274 to 273, an 
equal one, and the Speaker, as usual, gave 
his vote for further consideration. ‘Mr. 
Hennessy had, in fact, “saved the Qhurch”” 
for that. night, und was told by Mr 
Disraeli that his-vote was a “ significant 
incident in his career.” The obvions 
deduction for the Bishop of Barbadocs was, 
that ‘the Governor would protect - the 
Church in the colony, and he made it still 
more plain by declaring. that he regarded. 
the Anglican Church as “a breakwater

vising in Europe,” an opinion in which 
Dr. Mitchison no doubt heartily‘ coin-. 
cided.”
